TIPS ON EMERGENCY 


By Ken Stewart, W4SMK 

A few tips to phone ops who might be called on to help ina 
future emergency. 

1, If operating from home be sure your gear is the best you 
ean build or buy with the maximum power output you can afford, 
You should have VOX and PTT on SSB or Am, a good receiver, 
strong antennas the first breeze won’t blow down, an emergency 
power source that is dependable, and all the operating aids you 
need handy. Now is the time to fix your line noise problem, 
not when a storm is on the way. 

2. If you are not an official CD or Red Cross station, or are 
not the official station representing ARPSC in your County the 
best thing for you to do is just to monitor the emergency net(s). 
Keep your mouth shut and your itchy little finger off the button, 
Give the official local station a chance to answer NCS when call- 
ed. If he does not reply the second or third time, or if the NCS 
calls for your city then youcan break and offer to help, Otherwise 
keep quiet. It is not necessary to call the NCS and inform him 
you are listening. He is busy asheck already and this just wastes 
more valuable time, If he needs you, he will call you and then 
you can show whether you are really standing by or not, 

3. When you break an emergency net do notjust holler ‘‘break 
break,’’ Thistells NCS exactly nothing, Break with your call sign, 
and your call sign only, and stand by, It is not necessary to say 
‘“WA4NCS this is W4SMK.’’ The NCS already knows what his 
call is; what he wants to know is what your call is, 

4, Don’t be too eager to help the NCS in relaying, etc. unless 
he requests you to, It is easier for him to ask a weak station to 
repeat a few times than it is form him to sort out all the stations 
breaking him to offer help in relaying, and it is usually quicker. 
We all desire to help, certainly, but sometimes in our eager- 
ness we waste more of the nets time than we should, If NCS de- 
cides he needs help he will call for it. Let him be the judge. 

5. Be sure you are zero beat with NCS and that you remain 
zeroed at all times, If you must break a phone net on CW it is 
best to drop down a Ke, or so to make a beat note NCS can copy. 
NEVER NEVER NEVER tune up on or within 5 Ke. of a net 
frequency. This should be obvious, but it is still done much too 
often, 

6. Do exactly as the NCs directs with no comments, If you 
disagree save your arguments for after the emergency and then 
hash it out, NCS is boss as long as he is running the net, 

7. Brevity is the key to good net operation, both the NCS 
and all net members should remember this. 

8, There is no substitute for experience, If you never operate 
in a net for 364 days a year you are certain to foul up the one 
day you try to help in an emergency, Get some experience.

New Term 
... Hertz 


Recently a new term has pop- 
ped up in the Radio and Elec- 
tronic Engineering circles call- 
ed a ‘‘Hertz’’, You may have 
seen it referring to 455 kHz or 
10mHz etc. Following is anar- 
ticle taken from the MAY 1966 
issue of Broadcast Engineering, 

Used for some time in other 
countries, and recently adopted 
by the U.S, National Bureau of 
Standards, IEEE, and other 
American organizations, the 
hertz is the unit of measure- 
ment of frequency. One hertzis 
the equivalent of one cycle per 
second, Hertz is abbreviated 
Hz (no period). In accordance 
with standard procedure, the 
first letter of the unit abbrevi- 
ation ; thus, kHz means the 
same as kilocycles per second 
and mHz means the same as 
megacycles per second, 

The prime reason for adopt- 
ing the hertz as the unit of fre- 
quency measurement is that it 
is a more precisely defined unit 
less subject to misuse than its 
predecessor, Many people 
speak of tuning a receiver to 
“1230 Kilocycles.’’ Such a 
statement has no meaning, 
strictly speaking, for while we 
have been told that the station 
frequency is such that twelve 
hundred and thirty thousand cy- 
cles occur, we have not been told 
during what period of time these 
cycles occur. The precise 
statement would be ‘1230 kilo- 
cycles per second,’? The ab- 
breviation ke likewise has no 
meaning , and neither does kes, 
for it is usually interpreted as

Incidentally, the name hertz 
commemorates Heinrich Rudolf 
Hertz, a German physicist,

What's New On West Coast 


The West Coast Amateur Ra- 
dio Service is an organization 
of dedicated amateur radio op- 
erators who monitor 7255 Ke, 
during the daylight hours every 
day for the purpose of providing 
service to the public and other 
amateurs by assisting inemer- 
gencies, handling traffic, and 
facilitating contacts. The uni- 
que net utilizes fast break-in 
and brief transmissions to 
maintain an open frequency for 
use by mobiles and others. The 
four-year old service now has 
420 members ranging from 
Washington to Mexico from U - 
tah to maritime mobiles in the 
Pacific. A formal net session 
and roll call is held at noon dai- 
ly to train the members to oper- 
ate with efficiency, effective- 
ness, and discipline inthe event 
of an emergency or disaster. 
During the remainder of the day 
informal net operation is main- 
tained with at least 50 base and 
mobile stations standing by 
monitoring the frequency. Sev- 
eral hundred different stations 
use the frequency every day, 
some many times, In a typical 
day recently, two priority and 14 
routine messages were handled, 
15 phone patches arranged, and 
about 250 informal communica- 
tions completed on or off the 
frequency -- probably several 
thousand transmissions in any 
given day. 10 to 20 emergency 
messages are handled in a 
month -- mostly calls from mo- 
biles reporting accidents to be 
relayed to Highway Patrol but 
covering the gamut of f loods, 


fires, lost planes, vessels in 
distress, and the like. 3952Ke, 
has been designated for night- 
time operation. 

The California Highway Pat- 
rol is a charter member of the 
net, with three Patrol-owned 
amateur transceivers and Pa~ 
trol amateur operators avail- 
able to maintain official liaison 
with the net under emergency 
conditions. The net also main- 
tains regular contact withRNE, 
the Mexican amateur emergen- 
cy net; the Amateur Emergen- 
cy Communications System of 
the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare; andthe 
California State Health Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service. 

Mobile net members can be 
identified by a colorful red, 
white and blue decal in large 
“7255” inthe center. Members 
receive the Sentinel newsletter 
each month, Further informa- 
tion on the net can be obtained

The curtain was lifted on the 
field of VERY HIGH FREQUEN- 
CY radio transmission on a 
cold, blustery spring day in the 
year 1884, At the University of 
Kiel in Germany young Heinrich 
Hertz observed transmission of 
electro-magnetic energy be- 
tween two resonant spiral coils, 
one of which was attached to a 
charged Leyden jar. This his- 
tory making electronic dis- 
charge took place in the region 
of the present two meter band. 


VHF - Born in 1884 


Later experiments by Hertz and 
Huhmkorff established resonant 
transmitting and receiving sys- 
tems for the transfer of this 
new, invisible radiant energy. 
The distance covered were min- 
ute; the equipment crude, Little 
did the early pioneers imagine 
the vast and fertile territory at 
ments were taking place, It is 
interesting to note-that the first 
attempts at electromagnetic 
communications took place in 
the VHF region, but for years 


afterwards this territory was 
forgotten, The experiments of 
Hertz gathered dust in archives 
as the efforts of the radio pion- 
eers followed other phenomena 
in the low frequency field, 

Nearly half a century later in 
1932 Marconi established com- 
munication over a distance of 
168 miles on a frequency of 
about 500 megacycles, andpre- 
dicted that extremely short ra- 
dio waves could be propagated 
great distances beyond the op- 
tical horizon. 

Nevertheless, the interest of 
the radio engineers and ama- 
teurs were fixed in the 400 to 
10,000 meter region of ground 
wave communication. (In those 


early days, ‘‘radiowaves’’ were 
generally measured in terms of 
wavelength, with the Metric 
System being universally adopt- 
ed as the standard system of 
measure), The relatively sim- 
ple equipment for work at short 
wavelengths was unknown, At 
wavelengths below 200 meters 
the groundwave rapidly expired, 
and it was deduced that the paths 
of such waves wouldend abrupt- 
ly at the optical horizon. These 
commercially useless frequen- 
cies were turned over to the 
radio amateurs and experimen- 
ters for their use,

Upgrading 
Licenses 


Incentive licensing was pro - 
posed by the American Radio 
Relay League and adopted in the 
summer of 1967 to bolster the 
hobby of ham radio, which has 
been hurt by the immense popu- 
larity of CB radio. Instead of 
having to apply for a Novice li- 
cense, a would-be communica- 
tor could bypass this stage by 
applying for and receiving aCB 
license. 

Newcomers began to look 
elsewhere than amateur radio 
for enjoyment and fulfillment in 
electronic communications, 
Old-timers bemoaned the fact 
that most new licenses were 
coming fromCBranks, untrain- 
ed and largely uninterested in 
why the equipment worked. They 
“ere operators, untrained inthe 
construction or even repair of 
their own gear. 

Incentive licensing has 
wrought sweeping changes in 
ham radi. Privileges are be- 
ing taken away from one group 
and passed on to another, Fre- 
quencies are being cut (drasti- 
cally in some cases), and some- 
thing new is being created: ‘‘ex- 
clusive reserved bands,” 
something the United States has 
never known in its Amateur Ra- 
dio Service. Whether the incen- 
tive program will achieve allits 
goals remains to be seen, 

AMATEUR RADIO INCEN- 
TIVE LICENSING STUDY 
GUIDE, by Robert M. Brown, 
K2ZSQ/W9HBF, and Tom Knei- 
tel, K2AES, has been written 
both for newcomers to ham ra- 
dio and for those ‘‘old-timers’’ 
who are affected by incentive 
licensing. The book contains all 
the new FCC regulations and 
band allocations concerning new 
incentive licensing regulations, 
and questions and answers cov- 
ering the new Advanced-Class 
license and the modified re- 
quirements of the Extra-Class 
examination, Sample examina- 
tions for Novice, Technician, 
Conditional, and General-Class 
license examinations are inclu-

Chapter One 
WHAT ARE SEMI-CONDUCTORS? 


For almost half a century the well known vacuumn tube has 
dominated a position of importance in the electronics world, 
They have performed every type and kind of service necessary 

~to the workings of the industry, In the past ten years a great 
change has taken place in the field which has pretty well made 
the tube assume a back seat role in most nominal uses save 
those of special instances such as high power RF and DC 
applications, 

The drawbacks are many when comparing the aspects of tubes 
versus solid state components, Tubes, which are bulky, require 
room not only because of size but because they radiate heat due 
to the use of ahighfilament current. This heat can also cause a 
tube to be unreliable over a period of time, Tubes can pick up 
and amplify stray RF as well as radiate the same RF, Tubes 
are microphonic by nature thus being impractical for rough 
mobile use. There are many more drawbacks pertaining to the 
tube which will not be noted here but non the less the tube is 
slowly dying component, 

While the tube will notbe replaced entirely, at least not in the 
near future, the industry has made great use of an entirely 
new class of material whichhas amazing abilities in the control 
of electron flow within a solid material, These are semi-metal- 
lic components in which conductivity is electronic, but of 
different types, depending upon the character of their manu- 
facture. They operate mainly upon the principal of drifting 
electrons which are present in excess or by the drifting of 
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‘tholes’’ left by electrons when a deficiency of electrons is 
present in a material, 

By specially treating the material in manufacture the res- 
istance, the temperature co-efficiency of resistance, and or the 
electric power may be varied over a wide range within the 
component, This ability to vary the electric current within the 
SEMI-CONDUCTOR is the basic principal behind the transistor. 

SEMI-CONDUCTORS are finding increasing use to the 
industry in such fields as rectifiers, amplifiers, detectors, 
switches, sensors, etc, The list is long and growing longer 
daily. There are hundreds of types and kinds of SEMI-CON— 
DUCTORS which will be covered much more intimatly later 
on. 


A LITTLE HISTORY 


Most of us at one time or antoher, mostly when we were 
younger, actually used the first crude type of SEMI-CON— 
DUCTOR as far as 40 years ago. Who remembers listening to 
a station on a receiver built around a cats whisker crystal? 
This was nothing more than a piece of Galena crystal which 
was probed by a tiny piece of wire until a sensitive spot was 
located. Imagine then a small crystal with a lead permenantly 
attached to the sensitive spot. This is a simple Point contact 
type of diode. The SEMI-CONDUCTOR is not new; just re- 
discovered, Crystal diodes were in use in World War II for 
radar and high frequency applications, These were germanium 
rectifiers which replaced the large bulky vacuumn tube diode 
type of rectifiers, 

Materials used for SEMI~-CONDUCTORS are a solid as 
opposed to a gas or liquid. There are two basic materials used 
today although many more are known to have near like qualities, 
The two in question are GERMANIUM and SILICON, both being 
crystalline in nature. Unlike pure fine gems, both of these 
erystal substances in their natural state are not pure crystalline 
in structure and these impurities we will find are the reasons 
or dependencies upon which electrical conduction can take 
place, For example; Silver is a near pure substance and in 
known for it’s high conductivity. Mica is known to be a good 
insulator because of it’s high internal resistance. GERMANIUM 
and SILICON fall between these two substances and are called 
SEMI-CONDUCTORS because they both oppose and conduct the 
free flow of electrons within them. To more thoroughly 
understand the reasons behind the workings of SEML-CONDUCT— 
ORS a reasonable knowledge of the Atomic make-up of the 
basic material is a must, 

THIS then is the meat of Chapter Two.
